Bogus Schemes to Be 
Revealed to City 
Merchants 





Another step toward making Albany 
a “crime-free and safe city to live 


in” was taken this wees when Chieti 
of Police Lloyd Jester announced the 
inauguration of a school designed to 
protect Albany merchants and citizens 
from all types of crime. 


The first meeting scheduled for 
Thursday evening, August 4 at 8 
o'clock in the Albany City Hall, mer- 
chants and interested citizens will be 
taught the tricks and methods by 
which bad-check passers, counterfeit- 
ers and shop lifters and other types 
of criminals can be detected and dea 
with. 

Speaking before the meeting will 
be Chief Jester and a Police Inspector 
from Oakland who will explain metn- 
ods in use for crime prevention. Ex- 
hibits will also be shown to explain 
points brought out by Chief Jester 
and his assisting officers. 

The school, said to be the only pro 
ject of its kind and originated by the 
Albany Police Department, is pointed 
directly at the expected influx of petty 
criminals attracted by the 1939 San 
Francisco Golden Gate Exposition, ana 
will prepare Albany merchants to 
cope with difficulties expected to be 
encountered. 

Among other suggestions to be made 
by Chief Jester will be methods by 
which merchants can best cooperate 
with the Police Department in the 
apprehension of law breakers, Plans 
call for the establishment of a rule 
by which merchants will obtaln the 
icense number of all check passers, 


as well as other descriptions which 
would prove of great assistance to 
the police.

Still confinea to the hospital at a 
late hour last night, Mrs. McCullough 
was reported as suffering from con- 
cussion, cuts, abrasions and _ shock, 
while Jennings was recovering from a 
fractured knee, shock and minor cuts 
about the body. 

Struck just as he passed over the 
tracks, Sweitzer’s automobile was 
thrown 46 feet by the impact, hurl- 
ing Jennings underneath the car and 
pinning Mrs, McCullough in the 
wreckage. Sweitzer was unharmed. 

Witnesses, according to the police 
report, stated that Sweitzer was travel- 
ing in excess of 35 miles per hour 
and did not slow up at the crossing. 
Sweitzer stated that he did not see 
the train approaching down the tracks.

1938-39 City 
School Budget 
Is Submitted 


Proposed Expenditures 
Approved by Supt. 
Allen Keim 


Scheduled to be present for public 
hearing Tuesday evening, August 2, at 
8 o'clock, in the Administration Build- 
ing of the Albany Schools, roog Santu 
Fe Avenue, the proposed 1938-39 bud- 
get for the Albany Unified School 
District was submitted this week for 
publication to County Superintendent 
of Schools Edgar E. Muller, by Allen 
Keim, Superintendent of Albany 
Schools. 

Recommended at the last meeting of 
the Albany School Board, July 19, by 
Keim, the proposed budget shows a 
total expenditure of $33,806 for cur- 
rent expenses during the coming school 
year to be divided as follows: 

Administration expense, $9,190; in 
struction, $157, 241; operation ot 
school plant, $22,680; maintenance ot 
plant, $6,210; Coordinate activities 
and auxiliary agencies, $5,024; fixed 
charges, $4,676; capital outlays, $108,- 
825; non-bonded debt service, none; 
undistributed reserve, $23,060. Tota 
estimated income other than district 
tax is $249,225. 

‘As a result of economies in budgei 
during the 1937-38 school year, it was 
stated during the last meeting of the 
School Board that a city tax reduc 
tion of four cents will be seen dur- 
ing 1938-39. This saving was brought 
about by rigid economies and care- 
ful buying on the part of the ad- 
ministration, it was said.

Fletcher of the Vehicles Depart- 
ment, the reactrometer is a replica 
of an automobile driving compart- 
ment, complete with steering 
wheel, brakes and accelerator. 


Tests to be offered will include 
brake reaction timings, steering, 
or eye and hand coordination, and 
speed estimation tests, as well as 
vision examination. This latter 
series of examinations composes 
one entire section of the apparatus, 
and includes tests for glare, field 
of vision, color blindness, and gen- 
eral steroptic efficiency. 

The only apparatus of its type 
in the west, the equipment has 
long been awaited here, and Safety 
Commission members today ex- 
pressed their appreciation of its 
arrival since the reactometer is 
widely sought by many cities 
throughout California. 

Holding their regular meeting, 
the Safety Commission, presided 
over by A. LeRoy Ford, will dis- 
cuss measures planned to «make 
Albany traffic conscious and to 
safeguard citizens against auto 
hazards. Of paramount interests 
during the meeting is the expected 
discussion of a safety system for 
the railroad crossing at Solano and 
Masonic Avenues, the present 
safety signal now in use at the 
crossing having been termed in- 
adequate by the Albany Police De- 
partment. Chief of P®lice Lloyd 
Jester is expected to lead the dis- 
cussion.

GARDEN HINTS 


Now that we are in the midst 
of summer, flowers and shrubs re- 
quire irrigation or else they will 
die. Flowers are very much like 
children, responding to loving care 
and attention. 








Do not plant a garden unless you 
intend to take care of it. A gar- 
den requires continuous care to 
make it a success. That means 
work, so unless you love flowers 
enough to work for them, we ad- 
vise you not to attempt it. If 
your time for gardening is limited, 

-do not plant too large a space. 

During the summer months your 
lawn will need extra attention. If 
it is neglected during the dry sea- 
son, it will turn yellow and die, and 
it will then need a great deal of 
nursing to bring it back. As we 
have pointed out many times, it is 
far less expensive to use plenty 
of water for the lawn, than to have 
to plant a new one, A _ light 
sprinkling now and then is not 
enough. A good soaking once a 
week is more effective. 

For shady spots, among the 
shrubbery, underneath the trecs, 
or on the north side of the house, 
plant cinerarias. If your house 
faces north, the question to 
what to plant there is answered 
by the cineraria. 

Cinerarias may be raised from 
seeds and August is the month for 


as 


planting them. However, the 
seeds are very small and most 
amateur gardeners do not have 


good luck with them. So we would 
advise purchasing the plants from 
the nursery for Fall planting. They 
should be set out in beds which 
have been thoroughly spaded and 
to which have been added well 
rotted cow manure, leaf mold and 
a little bone meal. 

Cinerarias require good drain- 
age and moisture. Never let them 
dry out in windy or hot weather. 

There are many different types 
of cinerarias. The very large hy- 
brid strains are very beautiful, the 
individual blossoms sometimes be- 
ing four or five inches across. Then 
there are the more compact and 
hardier types with blossoms about 
half the size of the large strains. | 
The oldest variety, called ciner- 
aria stellata, is taller and the 
flowers come in branched clusters 
and are small and starlike. Many 
gardeners prefer these. 

Cinerarias are very showy and 
come in gorgeous shades of pur- 
ple, intense blues, crimson, rose, 
pict pink, white—in fact every 
color except yellow. We might 
add, however, that the dusty miller 
has a yellow blossom and belongs 
to the cineraria family.

“T believe European civilization is 
worth preserving,” Durant stated, “The 
only way to do this is for the ‘have’ 
nations to make concessions to the 
‘have-not’ nations. I am glad to see 
that this is being done in the policy 
of Neville Chamberlain toward Italy 
and Germany. 


“The democracies should organize 
the conquest of Ethiopia. It is best 
to sacrifice a little morality to save 
the whole structure. I would sup- 
port the division of Czechoslovakia to 
pacify Germany; although I would 
hate to see this brave little nation 
destroyed, she is endangering the peace 
of Europe.” 

With a united Europe, Durant de 
clared that he would favor the United 
States joining in a common front to 
stop the war in China, But if Japan} 
refused to yield to the demands of 
Europe, the philosopher would let 
Europe fight Japan, since a unitee 
Continent could easily defeat the 
island empire and the United States 
has noting to gain in such a war. 

The so-called clash between de- 
mocracy and dictatorship will have 
nothing to do withe the next war, 
according to Durant. These terms he 
described as mere words to be used as 
tools for the indoctrination of the 
masses, 

‘Democracy will be the first casualty 
of the next war. The only agency 
swift enough to carry on a modern 
war is a dictatorship,” Durant de- 
clared.
